On June 1952 Saf^t Hazarka^ son of the late tfctharem and FatimBf 
arrived at QKDinqple, He was born in the year 1914 in the village of 
Helmes of Kolonja. He crossed the border on April l6, 1952. Subject 
was ln^jrisoned from 1945 to 1950 for having been an anti-Comiaunlst. 

Nazarka has made the following general statments on the present sit- 
uation in Albania t 

I. THE lr^DIEE POLITICAL SITUATION

Arif SelenAoa ^^cM of Sigurimi and Lt. Tasi 
Markoy^ Chief of Police, In this district there are approximately 100 Party 
members. The above mentioned chiefs are all hated by the people, 

2, The Kolonja distict has placed its hopes for liberation in the Nat- 
ional Committee for a Free Albania and the President of the National Canmitteej 
sane of its njembers enjoy a great trust in all the masses. The Western po- 
wers and particularly America and England for whom the people have great sym- 
pathy and to whom they look for their salvation from the Communist ]jpke. As 
far as Greece is concerned the people fear the territorial question and do 

not trust the Greek overtures. Generally the Russians are hated and con- 
sidered as the root of all their suffering, Italy is not even discussed in 
connection with the liberation or future of Albania, The Albanian people 
wish a democratic Government in which every citizen can enjoy freedom sid 
live without being exploited, 

3, I have talked with soldiers about the general situation and they 
appeared to be dissatisfied, I obtained this infonnatiou one night when 
two soldiers visited at our home, 

II. THE RESISTANCE MOVEPIENT 

1. In the Kolonja district the families that c€in be trusted are as

Bejce Boshanji; in the village of Boshanji Be joe Boshanjlj in the village 
of Psari i zij Zylfo Estrefi, 
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2. Rocently the wordspread that Qafezezi and Falk Bate were arrested 
in the hoepital^ both are from the village of QaXezezi and their whereabouts 
are unknown. The authorities have spearad the word that Vaiti is lost and 
that an officer found a man's haed and arm in the wood of Balushi village^ 



3* On September 1951 on iny return from Korea, on Qari mountain, 1 
found many packages containing the National Committee for Free Albania 
newspaper Shiqiperia, at once I picked ten of them up and when I arrived 
in the village I distributed among my friends upon whom I relied. These 
newspapers were dropped by airplane.

1. Although I have no knowledge on the etrmy I have had the occasion 
to discuss with my brother-in-law, Ilmi Baki, rom Kozel Village, who was 
a soldier In 3 reserve un til March of the current yeeur, told me that in 
Korea there is an army division of 30,000 (writers note: this figure is 

undoubtly wrong) soldiers. Hilmi also told me that the army at Korce 
was meiking fortifications on the raouhtains of Morava and Bobshtlca. 

VI. Commuaicatiohs 



1, As far as I know and from talks witli Josif Klcen, ex-postman 
and telegraph employee at Kolonja, all the suspected letters from within 
as well as those coming from witliout are controlled by the State Sigurimi 
organs. 

2. All packages arriving from outside Albania are controlled 



3.' The conversations by phone are permitted but the conversation is 
taped by the State agents. This proceedure is also applied to the telegrams. 



4. At Korea I talked with Nuci Mborja who told me that the radios 
of suspected persons are confiscated and only Communists can listen to 
broadcasts from abroad.

Qa lagaat 15« 1950 the ocmaad of the (Soastal Artillery Brigade la Puaraaao 
MMit SiSt mea to the labor battalloii* Ibrahim Bashasl states that he aceompaaded thes 
soldiers and that on ti e v&y ho had the opportunity to talk with them. They opeited 
their hearts to him and expressed their disoontent* Particularly Fandi Ihoxhi firoat 
Koroe^ vho said he knev Ibrahim Riiahaai and therefore would speak freely* Be said 
that the SigHrlmi of the brlgado had asked the group to oollaborate with them in 
order to spy upon our companions but ^ey had refused and therefore must suffer 
but they ooasidered it an honor* ^e Coastal Brigade aend 7 or 3 men to the labor 
battalion for punishment every m(^^* 

In h)ly of 1950 a soldier from the Fieri district ealled Sadlk» beeaase 
of discontent against the regime set fire to the Sazan \a:>ods so that the umnitioin 
duinps whifd) are located in tha woods would explode. The fir® was limaedlatoly put 
out and the responsible soldier arrested and put la jail where he is still waiting 
to be oourt martiaXed* 

In November of l%9yul'^ila the Sazan group, a small group oS soldiers 
formed a oirelei they use to write on the walls slogans against Ibver and the Party* 
These eleements were organizing themselves with tha purpose of aliminatlag the staff 
of t^ Saoan groop end. then esoapiag to Italy. They were deteeted and arrested^ the 
initiator of this action was Sergeant Pirenk Ndus GJergjl frcsa the Seutarl Nouatalaef 
he was arrested and sentenced to life imprisonment and the others were sentenced 
frail 7 to 22 years. 

In the Azugr the treatment is sot the same for all, particularly some ^ 
Oommunlst doctors do not bother at all about those soldiers who are not I^ty 
nenbere* For os^iaple, a sergeant beeasHD very ill but Dr Bilbili, the brigade’s 
doctor did not take any interest in the case and the poor man died* The doctor 
used to visit the f sallies of the officers and to make private visits* This doctor 
enjoyed tl^ Party's confidence and therefore did not care very much about his 
dulyi at the same time, being a QoBmmnlst, he was devoid of any human feeling* 

The families of the soldiers vho have nobody idio is able to help them 
are not given any aid* For exaitple, the soldier Rezhep Raroni, from Fieri village, 
who was serving with the coastal brigade In Doraszo lefte at home 6 members of 
his family in oonplete distress. His wife uorte him that of the two oxen they bad 
she was obliged to sell oiu» to fulfill the taxes which she was supposed to meet 
in the same laeaeure as when her husband was at hose,, the other emsn she had to sell 
to feed the children. Such cases happen the hundreds and the thousands la 

Albania. 
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Besides the moral andphysieal sufferings of the soldiers they are dls*- 
charged wl^out clothing and must walk home almost unclad and barefooted. In 
the winter of 1950 a few soldiers from Blbasan were diacharged in Leskovlk, while 
walking hone, on the Qare mountains near Kolonje, two of them were tom to pieCM 
fay the wolves and ano'^er died of ej^sure. 

n. The political Education of the Soldiers 



The soldiers must regularly attend the daily political ooursas vdiioh 
are being held in every unit. During these courses the Anglo-Anaerloan policy and 
foreign activities are being offended. At these courses the soldiers very often 
ask questions as to why ihe western countries allow the Communist parties. The 
Commissars answer that this Is so, not because of freedom, but because the western 
powers sea this as an opprotunlty for them selves and nothing else.

One dbaiAotoristio of ibis porson is habitual steals 
lag* Ho vas caught hundsreds of times stealing chickens and clothes from the 
hones of the villagers. Tho Tendarjasri euthoritiee had him under tRurveiUaneo 
at all tinop. They also had him on their list of vagabonds.

After "yio State wa.e in the hands of the coarmnist cllquo, Cemie 
Vodiea was named Chief of Interior of Idie Ejoeoutlwo CGinmittoo in Kolonja, 
he held the grade of Sgt, -Major.
